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PREFACE 


"T  70LUME  II,  now  completed,  contains  the  extant  Royal 
*     Commissions  issued  to  certain  of  the  Crown  officials  of 
the  Massachusetts  Bay  from  1681  to  1774,  both  included. 

At  the  meeting  of  this  Society  held  in  March,  1893,  our 
associate  Mr.  ABNER  CHENEY  GOODELL  generously  presented 
to  the  Society  copies  of  the  Royal  Commissions  and  of  the 
Royal  Instructions  issued  to  certain  of  the  Crown  officials  of 
the  Massachusetts  Bay,  1681-1774.1  At  that  time  it  was 
supposed  that  the  Commissions  and  the  Instructions  together 
would  fill  a  volume  of  about  five  hundred  pages,  and  print- 
ing at  once  began.  But  as  this  progressed,  an  occasional 
new  Commission  and  many  new  Instructions  were  found, 
and  soon  it  was  obvious  that  the  material  would  far  outrun 
the  limits  of  a  single  volume.  In  addition,  the  resources 
of  the  Society  were  adequate  only  to  the  task  of  paying 
for  its  Transactions.  When,  therefore,  the  Table  of  Regnal 
Years,  the  Charter,  the  Explanatory  Charter,  the  Commis- 
sions of  the  Governors  as  Governor,  and  the  Instructions 
from  1686  to  1702,  had  been  set,  printing  was  brought  to  a 
stop  for  lack  of  funds.  In  1910,  however,  one  of  our  resi- 
dent members,  ever  alive  to  the  needs  of  the  Society,  offered 
to  provide  for  the  expense  of  issuing  the  Commissions, 
which  (as  it  was  now  clear)  would  fill  an  entire  volume  of 
our  Collections.  Printing  was  resumed  as  soon  as  possible,

and  the  present  volume  is  the  result.  In  1912  the  same 
member  placed  the  Society  under  additional  obligations  by 
offering  to  pay  for  the  printing  of  the  Koyal  Instructions, 
and  work  on  these  has  been  resumed. 

The  Committee  gratefully  acknowledges  the  Society's  in- 
debtedness for  many  courtesies  extended  to  the  Editor  by 
the  officials  of  the  Public  Record  Office,  London ;  by  Miss 
Lucy  Drucker  of  London ;  by  Mr.  James  Joseph  Tracy,  Chief 
of  the  Archives  Division  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, and  the  clerks  under  him;  and  by  the  officials  of 
many  libraries,  historical  societies  and  institutions,  and  by 
individuals,  in  this  country. 

Of  the  fifty-eight  Commissions  that  are  known  to  have 
been  issued  —  one  to  the  Collector,  Surveyor,  and  Searcher 
of  Customs  in  the  Colonies  of  New  England;  two  to  the 
President  of  the  Council  for  New  England ;  four  to  the  Gov- 
ernor, one  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  and  two  to  the  Sec- 
retary and  Register  of  the  Territory  and  Dominion  of  New 
England;  twenty-seven  to  the  Governors,  twelve  to  the 
Lieutenant-Governors,  and  seven  to  the  Secretaries  of  the 
Province  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay ;  and  two  to  the  Bishop 
of  London  —  fifty-three  are  printed  in  this  volume.  The 
five  Commissions  of  which  no  copies  have  been  found,  though 
diligent  search  has  been  made  for  them  in  London,  Boston, 
and  elsewhere,  are  the  following,  with  their  actual  or  ap- 
proximate dates:

The  present  volume  actually  contains  fifty-four  Commis- 
sions, but  the  Commission  of  Lord  Willoughby  as  Vice- 
Admiral  of  Barbados  is  inserted  merely  because  Dudley's 
Commission  of  November  13,  1685,  was  not  recorded  in  full. 
Of  the  fifty-three  Commissions  relating  to  Massachusetts, 
twenty-eight  are  printed  from  copies  obtained  in  London, 
there  being  no  copies  at  the  State  House ;  nine  are  printed 
from  copies  at  the  State  House,  there  being  no  copies  in 
London ;  fifteen  are  printed  from  copies  obtained  in  London 
collated  with  copies  also  at  the  State  House;  and  one  4  is 
printed  from  a  copy  obtained  in  London  collated  with  an 
exemplification  in  the  library  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society.  It  thus  appears  that  of  the  fifty-three  Commis- 
sions, copies  of  twenty-four  only  are  now  to  be  found  at  the 
State  House.  Two  of  these  —  that  of  Kandolph  (1685)  and 
that  of  Andros  (1686)  — are  in  the  volume  labelled  Massa- 
chusetts Archives,  CXXVI.  95-96,  7-16.  The  remaining 
twenty-two  are  in  one  or  the  other  of  two  volumes  re- 
spectively labelled  "Crown  Commissions,  1628-1663"  and 
"  Crown  Commissions,  1677-1774."  5  Yet  neither  of  these

Royal  Commissions.  The  volume  labelled  "  Crown  Commissions,  1677-1774  " 
has  no  index.  The  volume  labelled  "  Crown  Commissions,  1628-1663  "  has  an 
index,  doubtless  made  many  years  ago,  but  this  index  is  worthless  since  it 
wrongly  describes  some  of  the  documents  and  omits  others  altogether.  Conse- 
quently, in  order  to  ascertain  exactly  what  documents  are  in  the  two  volumes, 
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volumes  contains  a  Commission  of  earlie r  date 
and  no  Governor's  Commission  of  earlier  date  than  1741. 
That  so  few  Commissions  are  now  extant  is  matter  for  sur- 
prise for  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  such  important 
documents  would  have  been  recorded  in  Boston  on  their 
arrival.  Indeed,  there  is  evidence  that  they  were  so  re- 
corded. Thus  on  June  11, 1702,  after  Dudley  had  taken  the 
oaths  aa  Governor,  "His  Excellency  further  proposed,  that 
Her  Majesty's  Letters  Patent  to  himselfe  as  Governour,  and 
his  Comiss"  for  vice  Admiral  and  the  Honw«  the  Lieut'  Gov" 
Commission  might  be  made  of  Kecord.  Which  the  Council 
advised  accordingly."2  Again,  on  August  12,  1728,  Bur- 
net's  Commission  as  Vice-Admiral  was  read  in  Council  and 
"the  Secretary  directed  to  record  it.'"  Yet  none  of  these 
Commissions  is  now  extant.  It  may  also  be  o'bserved  that 
at  one  time  there  was  apparently  still  another  volume  of 
Crown  Commissions,  which  has  likewise  disappeared.4  No 

the  latter  must  be  examined  page  by  page.  Moreover,  the  documents  in  the 
two  volumes  are  not  included  in  the  Index  volumes  to  the  Archives.  Hence  an 
adequate  index  to  the  two  volumes  would  be  serviceable.

4  There  are  two  pieces  of  evidence  to  support  the  statement  in  the  text. 
First,  the  words  "Old  volume  3  "  are  written  in  ink  on  the  recto  of  the  first 
leaf,  unnumbered  and  otherwise  blank,  of  the  volume  labelled  "  Crown  Com- 
missions, 1677-1774."  That  volume  contains,  besides  the  leaf  just  mentioned, 
two  leaves  unnumbered  and  blank ;  seventy-nine  leaves  containing  records,  the 
folios  numbered  from  1  to  158;  and  then  forty-nine  unnumbered  and  blank 
leaves. 

Second,  on  pp.  45-48  of  the  volume  labelled  "  Crown  Commissions,  1628- 
1663  "  is  recorded  the  "  Commission  of  William  Burnet  &c  Commissioners  for 
the  trial  of  Pirates,"  dated  December  13, 1728.  After  the  Commission  is  written 
(on  p.  48)  "Examined  p'  J  Willard  Secry,"  the  words  "JWillard  Secry" 
being  in  the  hand  of  Willard  himself.  Then  follow  these  words,  not  in 
the  hand  of  Willard :  "  Recorded  in  the  Secretary's  Office  in  Boston  in  the 
Book  of  Commissions  &C3  from  the  Crown,  from  Page  297,  to  Page  303.  —  p 
J  Willard  Secry  Decr  23.  1729."  This  "  Book  of  Commissions  &c*  from  the 
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doubt  the  melancholy  explanation  of  the  fact  that  so  many 
documents  that  ought  to  be  in  the  State  House  are  not 
there,  is  that  they  were  destroyed  when  the  original  Boston 
Town  House  was  burned  in  1711  or  when  the  new  Town 
House  (the  present  old  State  House)  was  seriously  injured 
by  fire  in  1747.1 

Crown,"  which  must  have  been  in  existence  in  1729,  is  not  now  extant.  Follow- 
ing the  entry  dated  December  23,  1729,  are  these  entries  : 

Recorded  the  6th  of  October  1738  p  Jas  Martin  Secry 

The  fifteen  preceeding  Pages  make  a  true  Copy  of  his  Majesty's  Commission 
for  the  Trial  of  Pirates  &c.  as  the  Same  stands  on  the  Publick  Records  of  the 
English  Colony  of  Rhode  Island  &c.  taken  therefrom  &  duly  Examined  this  first 
day  of  April  1748  By  Tho  Ward  Secry." 

It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  this  Commission  of  December  13, 1728,  was  not 
entered  in  "  Crown  Commissions,  1628-1663  "  before  April,  1748.  Cf.  the  note 
immediately  below. 

1  The  fire  of  1747  occurred  on  the  morning  of  December  9.  The  same  after- 
noon a  committee  was  appointed  in  the  Legislature  to  consider  what  should  be 
done  with  regard  to  the  loss  of  documents,  and  on  the  llth  — 

Josiah  Willard  Esqr  from  the  Committee  of  both  Houses  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  Circumstances  of  the  Province  in  relation  to  the  Desolation  of  the 
Court  House,  gave  in  the  following  report,  viz* 

The  Committee  .  .  .  Report  as  their  Opinion  .  .  .  That  the  Secretary  record 
in  his  Office  the  first  or  old  Charter  of  this  Province  &  the  Charter  of  King 
William  &  Queen  Mary  with  the  Commissions  of  the  Governour,  Lieu1  Governour 
Justices  of  the  Superiour  Court  &  his  own  (Court  Records,  xviii.  275-276). 

Now  the  first  forty-five  pages  of  "  Crown  Commissions,  1628-1663  "  contain, 
in  the  order  named,  the  Colony  Charter  (1629),  the  Province  Charter  (1691), 
the  Explanatory  Charter  (1725),  Secretary  Willard's  First  (1717)  and  Second 
(1728)  Commissions,  Lieutenant-Governor  Phips's  Commission  (1732),  and 
Shirley's  Commissions  (1741)  as  Governor  and  as  Vice- Admiral.  All  these, 
with  the  exception  of  the  last  two,  are  in  the  hand  of  Willard,  and  even  the 
last  two  are  attested  by  Willard.  The  inference  is  irresistible  that  this  particu- 
lar volume,  which  in  no  event  could  have  been  begun  later  than  1756  (i£  which 
year  Willard  died),  must  have  been  begun  soon  after  the  fire  of  1747  in 
response  to  the  report  of  the  committee  made  December  11,  1747.  The  three 
Charters  were  saved  and  so  could  be  copied,  while  the  Commissions  were  doubt- 
less in  the  possession  of  the  three  officials  and  not  in  the  Town  House.  Cf.  p. 
xviii  note  4,  ante.  It  may  be  added  that  on  December  11, 1747,  the  house  "  Voted, 
That  his  Excellency  the  Goveruour  be  desired  ...  to  appoint  a  Day  of  Humili- 
ation and  Prayer  throughout  this  Province  ...  on  Occasion  of  the  great  Diffi- 
culties the  Province  Labours  under,  and  the  Frowns  of  Divine  Providence, 
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Of  the  Commissions  found  in  the  Public  Record  Office 
there  are,  generally  speaking,  two  copies  of  each  -  one  m 
the  Colonial  Office  Records  and  one  in  the  Patent  Rolls. 
The  copies  in  the  Colonial  Office  Records  were  drafts  merely, 
blank  spaces  being  frequently  left  for  the  insertion  of  dates, 
and  changes  were  sometimes  later  made.     On  the  other 
hand   the  final  stage  through  which  a  Commission  passed 
was  enrolment  in  the  Patent  Rolls;   and  hence,  wherever 
possible,  Commissions  should  be  printed  from  that  source. 
Of  the  seventeen  Commissions  issued  to  the  Governors  (or 
President)  as  Governor  (or  President),  one  — that  of  Shute 
(1716)  — is  in  the  Colonial  Office  Records  but  not  in  the 
Patent  Rolls ;  while  the  remaining  sixteen  are  in  the  Patent 
Rolls.    Of  the  thirteen  Commissions  issued  to  the  Lieutenant- 
Governors,  four  — those  of  Stoughton  (1691),  Tailer  (1711, 
1715),  and  Dummer  (1716)  — are  not  extant;  two  — those 
of  Andrew  Oliver  (1770)  and  Thomas  Oliver  (1774)  — are 
neither  in  the  Patent  Rolls  nor  in  the  Colonial  Office  Rec- 
ords ;  while  seven  —  those  of  Nicholson  (1688),  Povey  (1702), 
Dummer  (1727),  Tailer  (1730),  Phips  (1732),  and  Hutchin- 
son(1758,  1761)  — are  in  the  Colonial  Office  Records  but 
not  in  the  Patent  Rolls.     Of  the  ten  Commissions  issued  to 
the  Secretaries,  one  —  that  of  Addington  (1691) — is  not 
extant;  one  —  that  of  Randolph  (1685) — is  neither  in  the 
Patent  Rolls  nor  in  the  Colonial  Office  Records ;  while  the 
remaining  seven  are  in  the  Patent  Rolls.     Of  the  two  Com- 
missions issued  to  the  Bishop  of  London,  both  are  in  the 
Patent  Rolls.     The  Commissions  issued  to  the  Governors  as 
Vice* Admiral  are  not  in  the  Patent  Rolls ;  but  four  —  those 
of  Willoughby  (1667),  Dudley  (1685)  and  Andros  (1686, 
1688)  —  are  in  the  Colonial  Office  Records;  while  the  re- 
more  especially  in  Kegard  of  the  Destruction  of  the  Court-House  in  Boston, 
and  great  Part  of  the  publick  Records  by  Fire"   (House  Journal,  p.  186). 
Whoever  has  had  occasion  to  search  in  vain  for  documents  that  must  once  have 
been  in  the  State  House  realizes  how  fearful  was  the  loss  occasioned  by  the  fire 
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maining  thirteen  are  in  the  Royal  Courts  of  Justice.1  It 
thus  appears  that  of  the  fifty-four  Commissions  in  this  vol- 
ume, thirty-two  are  printed  from  copies  obtained  from  the 
Patent  Rolls.  In  the  present  volume,  a  statement  of  the 
source  or  sources  of  the  text  is  appended  in  every  instance. 

The  following  extracts,  explaining  the  "  Offices  and  Docu- 
ments connected  with  the  Working  of  the  Great  Seal,"  taken 
from  a  report  dated  May  15,  1841,  by  Sir  Francis  Palgrave, 
at  that  time  Deputy  Keeper  of  the  Public  Records,  give  an 
authoritative  account  of  the  processes,  and  are  here  reprinted 
for  convenience,  the  report  not  being  generally  accessible  in 
this  country : 

General  Course  of  affixing  the  Great  Seal.  .  .  .  The  whole 
process  of  passing  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  is,  however, 
very  complicated,  and  differing  according  to  the  nature  of  the  docu- 
ments. The  subject,  therefore,  will  be  rendered  more  intelligible, 
by  first  submitting  to  your  Majesty  a  general  view  of  the  course  or 
cycle  of  these  documents;  which  course,  in  the  numerical  majority 
of  cases,  that  is  to  say,  in  the  cases  of  Patents  for  Inventions, 
Charters  of  Incorporation,  and  other  Instruments  of  the  like  na- 
ture, issued  as  of  grace  and  favour,  upon  the  application  of  your 
Majesty's  subjects,  is  the  following :  —

The  Commissions  from  1741  to 
1774  are  in  the  State  House  and  are  here  printed  from  copies  obtained  from 
that  source.  But  copies  of  these  Commissions  are  also  in  the  Royal  Courts  of 
Justice,  Admiralty  Registry,  Muniment  Books,  the  references  being  as  follows:

In  some  cases,  as  after  mentioned,  when  the  Great  Seal  is  affixed 
by  the  commands  of  your  Majesty,  or  of  your  Ministers  of  State, 
the  stages  (1,  2,  3)1  are  entirely  dispensed  with,  and  in  others  (if 
it  be  your  Majesty's  pleasure)  the  stages  (6,  7)  are  also  dispensed 
with,  except  as  to  the  fees. 

But  if  the  Great  Seal  be  affixed  by  your  Lord  High  Chancellor, 
in  exercise  of  the  authority  annexed  by  law  or  custom  to  his  office, 
then  the  stages  (1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7)  are  dispensed  with,  except  that 
in  certain  cases  a  Bill  (5)  is  signed  by  your  Majesty. 

Royal  Warrants,  and  Glasses  which  they  include.  —  The  wan-ant 
(4)  is  a  mandate  under  your  Majesty's  sign  manual,  and  counter- 
signed, as  before  mentioned,  directing  the  party  to  whom  it  is  ad- 
dressed to  prepare  a  Bill  for  your  Majesty's  signature,  technically 
called  "the  King's  Bill,"  or  now  "the  Queen's  Bill"  (5).  The 
directions  and  commands  so  given,  are  addressed  to  your  Majesty's 
Attorney-General  alone,  or  to  your  Majesty's  Attorney  or  Solicitor 
General  in  the  disjunctive,  or  to  your  Majesty's  Attorney  and 
Solicitor  General  jointly,  as  after  mentioned,  or  to  the  Judge  Ad- 
vocate, or  to  the  Clerk  of  your  Majesty's  Signet,  as  the  nature  of 
the  instrument  may  require.  ...  If  your  Majesty's  Attorney-Gen- 
eral be  of  opinion  that  the  patent  ought  to  be  granted,  he  reports 
his  opinion  to  your  Majesty  accordingly:  if  he  should  be  of  a 
contrary  opinion,  he  does  not  make  a  report  in  the  negative, 
but  refrains  from  making  any  report  at  all,  and  the  application 
drops. . . . 

1  The  figures  within  parentheses,  here  and  elsewhere  in  these  extracts,  of 
course  refer  to  the  twelve  stages  mentioned  in  the  text,  pp.  xxi-xxii. 
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The  report  (3)  thus  given  is  lodged  by  the  party  obtaining  the 
same  with  your  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Depart- 
ment, who  prepares  the  Warrant  (4)  for  your  Majesty's  signature. 
This  warrant  is  addressed  to  the  Attorney  or  Solicitor  General  in 
the  disjunctive,  and  delivered  to  the  applicant  or  his  agent,  and  is 
taken  to  the  Patent  Bill  Office,  and  the  Queen's  Bill  (5),  the  Bill 
of  Privy  Signet  (6),  the  writ  of  Privy  Seal  (7),  are  successively 
made  out.  The  Patent  (8),  under  the  Great  Seal,  follows.  The 
writ  of  Privy  Seal  transmitted  (9)  by  the  officer  who  issued  the 
patent  is  entered  upon  the  Patent  Roll  (10)  by  the  Six  Clerks ; 
and  the  writ  and  enrolment,  after  having  been  lodged  for  a  time 
by  the  Six  Clerks  with  the  clerks  of  the  Petty  Bag  (11),  at  last 
reach  their  final  place  of  deposit  (12)  in  the  Chapel  of  the 
Rolls.  .  .  . 

Patent  Bill  Office.  —  The  functions  of  your  Majesty's  Attorney 
and  Solicitor  General  in  relation  to  the  documents  passing  the  Great 
Seal  have  been  in  part  detailed,  but  some  further  particulars  remain 
to  be  added.  A  portion  of  the  business,  including  that  which  may 
be  termed  confidential,  is  transacted  at  the  chambers  of  these  func- 
tionaries for  the  time  being,  and  is  under  their  control  as  indi- 
viduals, and  conducted  by  their  private  or  chamber  clerks,  also  for 
the  time  being.  But  the  business  of  preparing  the  Queen's  Bill  (5) 
for  your  Majesty's  signature  is  conducted  in  a  permanent  office 
entitled  the  "  Patent  Bill  Office,"  or  more  commonly  the  "  Patent 
Office,"  ...  To  this  office,  all  the  warrants  (4)  directed  to  the 
Attorney  and  Solicitor  General,  or  either  of  them,  are  brought  by 
the  agents  of  the  parties  interested  in  the  same  (if  relating  to  pri- 
vate applications),  or  are  transmitted  by  the  Government  Depart- 
ments if  relating  to  public  business.  .  .  .  These  Queen's  Bills  are 
prepared  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Patents  according  to  the  precedents 
preserved  in  the  office,  if  the  instrument  be  one  for  which  there  is 
now  a  settled  and  accustomed  form,  or  from  the  drafts  which,  in 
new  or  special  cases  (e.g.  Charters  of  Incorporation),  are  trans- 
mitted with  the  warrants.  . .  .  The  Queen's  Bill  for  your  Majesty's 
signature  is  engrossed  upon  parchment,  and  two  other  copies  are 
made,  also  upon  parchment,  exactly  of  the  same  form  and  size, 
which  copies  become  the  original  Bills  of  Privy  Signet  (6)  and 
writs  of  Privy  Seal  (7)  when  afterwards  perfected  by  the  respective 
officers.  The  signatures  or  signature  of  the  law  officers  or  law 
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officer  to  the  docket  are  or  is  procured  by  the  C  erk  of  the  Patent^ 
and  the  Queen's  Bill  and  the  transcnpts  are  delivered  to  the  party 
or  functionary  by  whom  the  same  is  to  be  passe , and  he  t akes  tl 
first  to  the  office  of  your  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home 
Department,  where  your  Majesty's  signature  is  obtained  to  the 
Queen's  Bill.  The  transcripts,  in  the  same  manner  reach  the 
Privy  Signet  and  Privy  Seal  Offices,  and,  excepting  in  the  addition 
of  the  formal  parts,  and  the  adding  of  the  needful  signatures,  no 
alteration  is  ever  made  in  these  transcripts.  As  they  are  received 
from  the  Patent  Bill  Office,  so  are  they  (with  such  additions)  issued 
as  the  Bill  of  Privy  Signet  ancj  Writ  of  Privy  Seal.  .  .  . 

PRIVY  SIGNET  OFFICE  —  Bills  of  Privy  Signet,  how  passed.  - 
Pursuant  to  the  statute  made  in  the  27th  year  of  the  reign  of  King 
Henry  VIII.,  entitled  "  An  Act  concerning  the  Clerks  of  the  Privy 
Signet  and  Privy  Seal,"  all  signs  manual  (except  in  certain  cases 
therein  specified)  upon  which  instruments  passing  the  Great  Seal 
are  to  be  grounded,  must  first  be  brought  to  this  department  for 
the  purpose  of  issuing  the  Bill  under  your  Majesty's  Signet,  and 
the  signature  of  one  of  the  clerks,  which  Bill  of  Privy  Signet 
is  the  foundation  or  authority  for  the  Writ  of  Privy  Seal.  Accord- 
ing  to  the  present  practice,  these  signs  manual  are  of  two  classes : 
the  signs  manual  or  warrants  (4)  relating  to  ecclesiastical  prefer- 
ments, which  proceed  at  once  from  your  Majesty's  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  Home  Department,  and  the  Signs  Manual,  or  "  Queen's 
Bills  "  (5),  from  the  Patent  Bill  Office  of  the  Attorney  and  Solici- 
tor General. 

In  the  first  case,  the  Clerk  of  the  Privy  Signet  upon  receipt  of 
the  warrant  (4)  prepares  and  completes  the  Bill  of  Privy  Signet, 
which  is  addressed  to  the  Lord  Privy  Seal,  and  is  the  authority  for 
issuing  the  Writ  of  Privy  Seal  In  the  other  cases,  the  party  by 
whom  the  Patent  is  passed  (and  whether  it  be  public  or  private  the 
process  is  the  same)  lodges  in  this  office  the  Queen's  Bill  (5),  with 
your  Majesty's  signature:  and  the  transcript  of  the  instrument 
upon  parchment  being  received  from  the  Patent  Bill  Office  of  your 
Majesty's  Attorney  and  Solicitor  General,  it  is  collated,  completed, 
and  rendered  a  bill  of  Privy  Signet  by  the  Clerk,  who  subscribes 
and  affixes  your  Majesty's  signet  to  the  same,  addresses  it  as  above 
stated  to  the  Lord  Privy  Seal,  and  forwards  it  to  his  office.  .  .  . 
PRIVY  SEAL  OFFICE  —  Passing  of  the  Writs.  —  When  the  Privy 
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Signet  comes  into  this  office,  the  Keeper  of  the  Records  pre- 
pares the  Bill  or  Writ  of  Privy  Seal,  by  adding  the  formal  parts  to 
the  transcript  of  the  Queen's  Bill,  which  he  has  received  from  the 
Attorney-General's  Patent  Office  ;  and  he  presents  the  same  to  the 
Lord  Privy  Seal,  in  order  that  the  Seal  may  be  affixed  thereto. 
The  Seal  itself  is  in  the  custody  of  the  Lord  Privy  Seal,  and  kept 
at  his  house.  .  .  .  The  Writ  of  Privy  Seal  is  then  taken,  by  the 
agent  or  messenger  of  the  private  party  or  public  department  on 
whose  behalf  it  is  issued,  to  the  Officers  of  the  Chancery,  by  some 
one  of  whom  the  Patent  is  to  be  made  out,  that  is  to  say,  the  Clerk 
of  the  Patents,  or  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  Office,  or  the  Clerk  of 
the  Custodies.  When  the  Writ  of  Privy  Seal  reaches  the  Lord 
Chancellor,  he  signs  a  memorandum  called  the  Recepi  at  the  foot 
of  the  same,  and  this  signature  of  his  Lordship  is  .the  authority  to 
his  Officers  for  preparing  the  Letters  Patent,  and  affixing  the 
Great  Seal  to  the  same.  .  .  . 

Constitution  of  the  [Six  Clerks']  Office.  —  The  Six  Clerks  of 
your  Majesty's  High  Court  of  Chancery  were  re-incorporated  by 
King  Charles  I.,  by  charter  bearing  date  the  17th  day  of  June,  in 
the  llth  year  of  his  reign.  .  .  . 

Patent  Rolls.  —  The  making  up  of  the  Patent  Rolls  belongs  to 
the  Six  Clerks  collectively,  but,  in  consequence  of  the  statute  of 
the  3  and  4  Will.  IV.  c.  94,  the  duty  is  executed  in  the  name  of 
each  of  the  five  surviving  Six  Clerks  in  rotation :  the  clerk  who 
thus  receives  the  profit  is  termed  the  "  Riding-clerk,"  and  he  also 
exercises  the  office  of  "  Comptroller  and  Supervisor  of  the  Hana- 
per,"  as  a  responsible  and  accountable  duty.  The  offices  of  "  Rid- 
ing-clerk "  and  of  Comptroller  of  the  Hanaper  are  distinct.  .  .  . 

The  business  of  the  enrolment,  constituting  what  has  been 
pointed  out  as  the  tenth  stage  of  Letters  Patent  (10),  is  performed 
by  an  individual  who  is  a  law-stationer ;  he  is  not  upon  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Six  Clerks'  Office,  but  he  is  allowed  to  sit  in  the 
Office  in  order  that  he  may  do  his  work  under  the  inspection  of  the 
Six  Clerks.  The  materials  from  which  he  makes  the  entries  upon 
the  Roll  are  furnished  by  the  Privy  Seal  Writs,  the  Warrants  and 
Bills  under  your  Majesty's  Sign  manual,  and  the  Proclamations, 
which  are  transmitted  annually,  generally  within  a  month  after  the 
10th  of  October  in  each  year,  from  the  Patent  Bill  Office,  the 
Crown  Office,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Presentations.  Commissions 
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of  the  Peace,  Patents  containing  Exemplifications  of  pleadings,  and 
some  other  Patents  under  the  Great  Seal,  principally  those  issuing 
upon  the  Chancellor's  Fiat,  are  no  longer,  as  anciently,  entered 
upon  the  Patent  Roll,  and  no  Record,  properly  speaking,  is  pre- 
served of  them.  The  writing  clerk  obtains  the  Privy  Seal  Writs  and 
Bills  and  Warrants  from  the  different  offices.  He  then  arranges 
the  whole  mass  in  chronological  order,  and  engrosses  the  instru- 
ments which  they  contain  upon  the  membranes  or  skins  which,  when 
tacked  together,  compose  the  Patent  Roll.1  .  .  . 

Palgrave  then  goes  on  to  explain  how  documents  are 
transmitted  from  the  Six  Clerks'  Office  to  the  Petty  Bag 
Office,  and  from  the  Petty  Bag  Office  to  the  Chapel  of 
the  Rolls.2 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  Commissions  of  the  Governors 
as  Vice-Admiral  are,  from  1685  to  1730,  in  Latin,  while 
those  from  1741  to  1774  are  in  English.  It  is  perhaps 
worth  while  to  show  exactly  when  English  was  substi- 
tuted for  Latin  in  such  documents.  In  1731  there  was 
passed  (4  George  II,  Chapter  26)  "  An  Act  that  all  Proceed- 
ings hi  Courts  of  Justice  within  that  Part  of  Great  Britain 
called  England,  and  in  the  Court  of  Exchequer  in  Scotland, 
shall  be  in  the  English  Language."  This  Act  is  in  part  as 
follows : 

WHEREAS  many  and  great  Mischiefs  do  frequently  happen  to  the 
Subjects  of  this  Kingdom,  from  the  Proceedings  in  Courts  of 
Justice  being  in  an  unknown  Language,  ...  To  remedy  these  great 
Mischiefs,  ...  be  it  enacted  .  .  .  That  from  and  after  the  Twenty 
fifth  Day  of  March,  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-three,  all 
Writs,  Process,  and  Returns  thereof,  .  .  .  and  all  Patents,  Charters, 
Pardons,  Commissions,  Records,  .  .  .  shall  be  in  the  English  Tongue 
and  Language  only,  and  not  in  Latin  or  French,  or  any  other  Tongue 
or  Language  whatsoever,  .  .  .

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Not  to  extend  in.  Provided  always,  that  nothing  in  this  Act,  nor  any 
thing  herein  contained,  shall  extend  to  certifying  beyond 
the  Seas  any  Case  or  Proceedings  in  the  Court  of  Admiralty  ; 
but  that  in  such  Cases  the  Commissions  and  Proceedings 
may  be  certified  in  Latin,  as  formerly  they  have  been.1 

The  third  section  apparently  makes  the  Act  permissive, 
not  mandatory,  as  regards  Admiralty  commissions  and  pro- 
ceedings, leaving  the  authorities  free  to  use  either  Latin  or 
English.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  authorities  immediately 
chose  English.  The  Commission  of  Richard  Fitzwilliam  as 
Vice-Admiral  of  the  Bahamas,  dated  March  3,  1733,  was  in 
Latin  ;  while  that  of  William  Mathew  as  Vice-  Admiral  of  the 
Leeward  Isles,  dated  April  27,  1733,  was  in  English,  as  were 
all  subsequent  such  Commissions.2  For  the  English  trans- 
lations of  the  Latin  Commissions  in  this  volume,  the  Society 
is  indebted  to  one  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  of 
Publication,  —  Mr.  GEORGE  LYMAN  KITTREDGE. 

Within  the  past  few  years  the  Colonial  Office  Records, 
preserved  at  the  Public  Record  Office,  have  been  re-arranged 
and  are  now  catalogued  under  a  new  system  of  references. 
These  new  references  are  employed  in  the  present  volume.3

prsent  State  &  Condicon  of  our  subjects  Inhabiting  within 
the  Limitts  aforesaid  and  the  circumstances  of  the  place  will 
admitt  And  the  President  &  Councell  for  the  time  being 
and  every  one  of  them  respectively  before  they  be  admitted 
to  their  severall  &  respective  offices  &  charges  shall  also  take 
this  oath  following  you  shall  sweare  well  &  truely  to  ad- 
minister Justice  to  all  his  maties  good  subjects  inhabiting 
within  the  Territory  and  Dominion  of  New  England  vnder 
this  his  maties  Government  and  also  duely  &  faithfully  to 
discharge  &  execute  the  trusts  in  you  reposed  according  to 
the  best  of  your  knowledge  you  shall  spare  no  person  for 
favor  or  affeccon  nor  any  person  grieve  for  hatred  or  ill  will 
So  help  you  God  And  Wee  doe  further  hereby  give  &  grant 
vnto  our  said  President  &  Councell  or  to  the  major  part  of 
them  full  power  &  authority  to  erect  constitute  &  establish 
such  and  soe  many  County  Courts  &  other  Inferior  Courts  of 
Judicature  &  publick  Justice  within  our  said  Colony  &  Do- 
minion as  they  shall  think  fitt  and  necessary  for  the  hearing 
&  determining  of  all  Causes  aswell  Criminall  as  Civill  accord- 
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ing  to  Law  &  equity  and  for  awarding  of  execucon  thereupon 
with  all  reasonable  &  necessary  powers  authoritys  Fees  & 
priviledges  belonging  vnto  them  Nevertheless  It  is  our 
Will  &  pleasure  and  soe  we  do  hereby  expressly  declare  that 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawfull  from  time  to  time  to  &  for  all 
and  every  person  who  shall  think  him  or  themselves  ag- 
grieved by  any  sentence  Judgement  or  decree  pnounced  given 
or  made  as  aforesaid  in  about  or  concerning  the  title  of  any 
Land  Or  other  reall  estate  or  in  any  personall  Accon  or  suit 
above  the  value  of  three  hundred  pounds  &  not  vnder  to 
appeale  from  such  Judgement  Sentence  &  Decree  vnto  vs  in 
our  Privy  Councel  But  with  &  vnder  this  Caution  &  lim- 
itacon  that  the  Appellant  shall  first  enter  into  and  give  good 
Security  to  pay  full  costs  in  case  no  Releif e  shall  be  obteyned 
vpon  such  Appeale  And  for  the  better  defence  &  security  of 
all  our  Loving  Subjects  within  our  said  Territory  &  Dominion 
of  New  England  our  further  Will  &  pleasure  is  and  Wee  do 
hereby  authorize  require  &  Comand  our  said  President  & 
Councell  for  the  time  being  in  Our  name  and  vnder  the  Seale 
by  vs  appointed  or  to  bee  appointed  to  be  vsed,to  give  & 
yssue  forth  Comissions  from  time  to  time  to  such  person  & 
persons  whom  they  shall  Judge  best  qualified  for  the  Regula- 
con  &  discipline  of  the  militia  of  our  said  Territory  & 
Dominion  and  for  the  arraying  &  mustering  the  Inhabitants

Our  said  Councell  to  take  all  possible  Care  for  the  discount- 
enance of  all  vice  and  incouragem*  of  vertue  &  good  Living 
that  by  such  Example  the  Infidells  may  bee  invited  &  desire 
to  partake  of  the  Christian  Religion  And  for  the  greater 
Ease  &  satisfaccon  of  our  said  loving  subjects  in  matter  of 
Religion  Wee  do  hereby  will  require  &  comand  that  liberty  of 
Conscience  shalbe  allowed  vnto  all  persons  and  that  such 
especially  as  shall  be  conformable  to  the  Rites  of  the  Church 
of  England  shalbe  pticulerly  countenanced  and  encouraged 
And  further  Wee  do  by  these  prsents  for  vs  our  heires  &  suc- 
cessors give  &  grant  vnto  the  said  Councell  &  their  successors 
for  the  time  being  full  &  free  liberty  power  &  authority  to 
heare  &  determine  in  all  emergencies  relating  to  the  peace  & 
good  Government  of  our  Subjects  within  the  said  Province 
and  also  to  sumon  &  convene  any  person  or  persons  before 
them  and  Punish  Contempts  and  to  cause  the  oath  of  Alle- 
giance to  be  administred  to  all  &  every  person  &  persons 
who  shalbe  admitted  to  any  office  or  preferment  and  for 
supporting  the  charge  of  the  Government  of  our  said  Territory

erall doth  or  hath  vsually  done  And  Wee  doe  hereby  give 
and  grant  vnto  you  full  power  and  authority  to  erect  raise 
and  build  Within  our  Territory  and  Dominion  aforesaid  such 
and  soe  many  Forts  Platformes  Castles  Citties  Burroughs 
Townes  and  Fortificacons  as  you  shall  Judge  necessary  And 
the  same  or  any  of  them  to  fortifie  and  furnish  with  Ordi- 
nance Ammunition  and  all  sorts  of  armes  fit  and  necessary 
for  the  security  and  defence  of  our  said  Territory  and  the 
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same  againe  or  any  of  them  to  demolish  or  dismantle  as  may 
be  most  convenient  And  Wee  doe  hereby  give  and  grant 
vnto  you  the  said  Sir  Edmund  Andros  full  power  and 
authority  to  erect  one  or  more  Court  or  Courts  [of]  Admirall 
within  our  said  Territory  and  Dominion  for  the  hearing  and 
determining  of  all  marine  and  other  Causes  and  matters 
proper  therein  to  be  heard  and  determined  with  all  reason- 
able and  necessary  powers  Authorities  Fees  and  Priviledges 
And  you  are  to  execute  all  powers  belonging  to  the  place 
and  Office  of  vice  Admirall  of  and  in  all  the  seas  and  Coast[s] 
about  your  Government  according  to  such  Comission  author- 
ity and  instruccons  as  you  shall  receive  from  ourselfe  vnder 
the  seale  of  our  Admiralty  or  from  our  high  Admirall  of  our 
Forreigne  Plantacons  for  the  time  being  And  for  asmuch  as 
divers  mutinies  and  disorders  doe  happen  by  psons  shipped 
and  employed  at  Sea  and  to  the  end  that  such  as  shall  be 
Shipped  or  employed  at  Sea  may  be  the  better  governed  and 
ordered  Wee  doe  hereby  give  and  grant  vnto  you  the  said 
Sir  Edmund  Andros  our  Captaine  Generall  and  Governor  in 
Cheife  full  power  and  Authority  to  Constitute  and  appoint 
Captaines  [and]  masters  of  shipps  and  other  comanders  [and 
to  grant  vnto  such  Captains  Masters  of  Shipps  and  other

Comission  vnder  our  great  Seale  of  England  as  the  Statute 
of  twenty  eighth  of  Henry  the  eighth  directs  or  by  Comis- 
sion[ers]  from  our  [said]  high  {Court  of]  Admiralty]  ac- 
cording to  the  Act  of  parliament  passed  in  the  thirteenth

ing  onely  that  it  shall  and  may  be  lawfull  for  you  vpon  any 
such  Captaine  or  Comander  refuseing  or  neglecting  to  exe- 
cute Or  vpon  his  negligen[t]  [ce]  or  vndue  Execucon  of  any 
the  Written  Orders  he  shall  receive  from  you  for  our  service 
And  the  Service  of  our  said  Territory  and  Dominion  to  sus- 
pend him  the  said  Captaine  or  Comander  from  the  Exercise 
of  his  said  Office  of  Comander  and  Comitt  him  into  safe  cus- 
tody either  on  board  his  owne  shipp  or  elsewere  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  you  in  Order  to  his  being  brought  to  Answer  for 
the  same  by  Comission  either  under  our  Great  Seale  of  Eng- 
land or  from  our  said  high  Admirall  as  is  before  expressed 
In  which  case  our  Will  and  pleasure  is  that  the  Captaine  or 
Comander  soe  by  you  Suspended  shall  dureing  such  his  Sus- 
pension and  Comittment  be  Succeeded  in  his  said  Office  by 
such  Comission  or  Warrant  Officer  of  our  said  Shipp  ap- 
pointed by  our  Selfe  or  our  High  Admirall  of  England  for 
the  time  being  as  by  the  knowne  practice  and  discipline  of 
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our  Navy  doth  and  ought  next  to  succeed  him  as  in  case  of 
Death  sicknesse  or  other  ordinary  disability  happening  to  the 
Comander  of  any  of  our  Shipps  and  not  otherwise  you  stand- 
ing alsoe  accomptable  vnto  us  for  the  truth  and  importance 
of  the  Crimes  and  misdemeanors  for  which  you  shall  soe  pro- 
ceed to  the  suspending  of  such  our  said  Captaine  [or]  [and] 
Coinander    Provided  also  that  all  disorders  and  misdemean- 
ors comitted  on  shore  by  any  Captaine  Comander  Leivtenant 
Master  or  other  Officer  Seaman  Souldier  or  pson  whatsoever 
belonging  to  any  of  our  Shipps  of  Warr  or  other  vessells  act- 
ing by  imediate  Comission  or  Warrant  from  our  Selfe  vnder 
the  Seale  of  our  Admiralty  or  from  our  high  Admirall  [of 
England]  for  the  time  being  may  be  tryed  and  punished  ac- 
cording to  the  Laws  of  the  place  where  any  such  disorders 
offences  and  misdemeanors  shall  be  soe  comitted  on  shore 
Notwithstanding  such  Offender  be  in  Our  Actuall  Service  and 
born  in  our  pay  on  board  any  such  our  Shipps  of  Warr  or 
other  vessells   acting  by  imediate  Comission   or   Warrant 
from  our  selfe  or  our  High  Admirall  as  aforesaid  soe  as  he 
shall  not  receive  any  protection  (for  the  avoiding  of  Justice 
for  such  Offences  comitted  on  Shore)  from  any  pretence  of 
his  being  imployed  in  our  Service  at  Sea    And  Wee  doe  like- 
wise give  and  grant  vnto  you  full  power  and  authority  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  our  said  Councill  to  agree 
with  the  Planters  and  Inhabitants  of  our  said  Territory  and

shall  be  good  and  effectuall  in  Law  against  vs  our  Heires 
and  Successors    And  Wee  give^qu  lull  power  and  authority

3auses  from  time  to  time  aswell  in  Pleas  of  the  Crowne  and 
in  all  matters  relateing  to  the  Conservation  of  the  Peace  and 
Punishment  of  Offenders  as  in  Civill  Causes  and  actions  be- 
tweene  party  and  party  or  between  Us  and  any  of  Our  Sub- 
jects there  Whether  the  same  doe  concerne  the  Realty  and 
Relate  to  any  Right  of  Freehold  and  Inheritance  or  whether 
the  same  doe  concerne  the  Personalty  and  Relate  to  matter  of 
debt  contract  Damage  or  other  personall  Injury  and  alsoe  in 
all  mixt  Actions  which  may  concerne  both  Realty  and  per- 
sonalty and  therein  after  due  and  Orderly  proceeding  and 
deliberate  heareing  of  both  sides  to  give  Judgment  and  to 
award  Execucon  aswell  in  Criminall  as  in  Civill  causes  as 
aforesaid  soe  as  alwayes  that  the  Formes  of  Proceedings  in 
such  Cases  and  the  Judgment  therevppon  to  be  given  bee  as 
Consonant  and  agreeable  to  the  laws  and  Statutes  of  this 
Our  Realme  of  England  as  the  present  State  and  Condition 
of  Our  Subjects  Inhabiteing  within  Our  said  Territory  and 
Dominion  and  the  Circumstances  of  the  Place  will  admitt 
And  Wee  doe  further  hereby  give  and  Grant  vnto  you  full 
power  and  Authority  with  the  advice  and  Consent  of  Our

either  vnder  our  Greate  Seale  of  England  or  from  Our  said

to  our  Loveing  Subjects  the  Inhabitants  of  our  said  Province 
or  Territy  of  the  Massachusets  Bay  in  New  England  and 
their  Successors  That  there  shall  be  a  Governor  a  Leivtenant 
Governor  and  a  Secretary  of  our  said  Province  or  Territory

Authority  to  Erect  Raise  and  build  within  our  Province  and

And  We  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  You  the  said 
Samuel  Shute,  by  yourself,  your  Captains  &  Commanders  by 
you  to  be  Authorized,  full  Power  and  Authority,  to  levy, 
arm,  muster,  Comand  or  employ  all  Persons  whatsoever,

Principal  &  Commissary  General  &  special  &  Judge  &  Presi- 
dent of  the  High  Court  of  Our  Admiralty  of  England  af  oresd 
all  that  which  from  Time  to  Time  by  Virtue  of  these 
Presents  you  shall  do,  execute,  collect  or  receive  in  the 
Premisses  or  any  of  them,  together  with  your  full  &  faithful 
Account  thereupon  to  be  made  in  Authentick  Form  &  Sealed 
with  the  Seal  of  our  Office,  remaining  in  your  Custody,  that 
from  thence  &  after  Default  therein  these  Our  Letters 
Patent  of  the  Office  of  Vice  Admiral  af  oresd  as  above  granted, 
shall  be  null  &  void  &  of  no  Force  or  Effect  ;  Further  we  do 
in  Our  Name  command  all  &  singular  Our  Governours, 
Justices,  Mayors,  Sheriffs,  Captains,  Marshalls,  Bailiffs, 
Keepers  of  all  our  Goals  &  Prisons,  Constables  &  all  other 
Our  Officers  &  faithful  &  liege  Subjects  whatsoever  &  every 
of  them  as  well  within  Liberties  &  Franchises  as  without, 
that  in  &  about  the  Execution  of  the  Premisses  &  every  of 
them,  they  be  Aiding,  favouring,  Assisting,  submissive  & 
yield  Obedience  in  all  Things  as  tis  fitting  to  you  the  afore- 
said William  Shirley  Esqr  Our  Captain  General  &  Governour 
in  Chief  of  our  Province  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  aforesd  & 
to  your  Deputy  whomsoever  &  to  all  other  Officers  by  you 
appointed  or  to  be  appointed,  of  Our  said  Vice-  Admiralty  in 
Our  Province  of  Massachusetts  Bay  aforesd  &  Territories 
thereunto  belonging  &  maritime  Parts  of  the  same  &  thereto 
adjoining,  under  Pain  of  the  Law  &  the  Peril  which  will  fall 
thereon.

three  hundred  and  twenty-seven  degrees,  or  of  whatsoever  parts  of 
islands  and  places  adjacent  to  the  same,  or  between  any  other  per- 
sons whomsoever  had,  made,  begun,  or  contracted  for  any  thing, 
matter,  cause,  or  business,  or  injury  whatsoever,  done  or  to  be  done

them  from  whatsoever  first  bridges  toward  the  sea,  throughout l  the 
Island  of  Barbados  and  the  other  places  aforesaid  or  the  dominions  of 
the  same  or  elsewhere  beyond  the  sea  or  in  whatsoever  parts  beyond 
the  sea,  together  with  all  and  singular  their  incidents,  emergencies, 
dependencies,  annexed  and  connexed  causes  and  businesses  what- 
soever, [wheresoever]  2  or  howsoever  such  causes  and  complaints* 
contracts  and  other  premises  abovesaid,  or  any  one  of  them,  may

•whatsoever  fishes  increasing  in  the  same  rivers  and  places  aforesaid: 

16.  And  also  to  keep  and  cause  and  command  to  be  executed 
and  kept,  in  the  said  Island  of  Barbados  and  other  islands,  col- 
onies, and  plantations  aforesaid  and  maritime  and  insular  parts  of 
the  same  and  to  every  of  them  adjacent  whatsoever,  the  ordinances

(judge,  register,  and  marshal  excepted)  under  you  for  the  said  of-

and  to  be  sealed  with  the  seal  of  our  office,  remaining  in  your 
custody,  —  from  thence  and  after  such  default  in  that  kind,  our  let- 
ters patent  of  the  office  of  Vice-Admiral  aforesaid,  to  you  (as  is 
aforesaid)  granted,  shall  be  null  and  void  and  of  no  force  or  effect : 

23.  Commanding  all  and  singular  our  governors,  justices,  may- 
ors, sheriffs,  captains,  marshals,  bailiffs,  and  keepers  of  [all]  our 
jails  and  prisons  whatsoever,  and  constables  and  all  other  our  offi- 
cers and  faithful  subjects  and  lieges  whatsoever,  and  every  of  them, 
as  well  within  liberties  and  franchises  as  without,  that,  about  the 
execution  of  the  premises  and  of  every  of  them,  they  be  assiduous, 
favoring,  assisting,  submissive,  and  obedient  in  all  things,  in  such 
a  manner  as  is  fitting,  to  you  and  to  your  deputy  whomsoever  and 
to  other  officers  (by  you  appointed  or  to  be  appointed)  of  our  said 
Vice-Admiralty  in  our  Province  and  Territory  of  Massachusetts 
Bay  aforesaid  and  maritime  parts  of  the  same  and  to  the  same  ad- 
joining whatsoever,  under  pain  of  the  law  and  the  peril  falling 
thereon.

BISHOP  GIBSON'S  FIRST  COMMISSION1 

9  FEBRUARY,  1726-7 


The  fiUttg,  etc.,  to  the  Reverend  Father  in  Christ,  (EDmunD,  by 
divine  permission  Bishop  of  London,  Greeting : 

1.  Inasmuch  as  our  colonies,  plantations,  and  other  dominions  in 
America  have  not  yet  been  divided  or  formed  into  dioceses,  or 
annexed  to  any  diocese  within  our  kingdom  of  Great  Britain  (by 
reason  of  which,  jurisdiction  in  ecclesiastical  causes  arising  in  them 
or  any  one  of  them  belongs  to  us  alone,  as  supreme  head  of  the 
Church  on  earth),  and  inasmuch  as  it  has  seemed  necessary  to  us 
that  in  turn  spiritual  and  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  in  those  regions 
in  the  cases  undermentioned  in  these  presents  be  instituted  and  ex- 
ercised by  our  royal  authority  according  to  the  laws  and  canons  of 
the  English  Church  [that  are]  lawfully  received  and  sanctioned  in 
England,  in  order  that  the  incorrupt  worship  of  God  and  the  pure 
profession  of  the  Christian  religion  may  be  the  better  promoted : 

2.  Know  ye,  now,  that  we,  trusting  very  much  in  your  pure 
religion  and  doctrine  and  uprightness  of  character  and  in  your 
provident  care  and  zeal  in  conducting  affairs  in  this  behalf,  of  our 
special  grace  and  certain  knowledge  and  mere  motion  have  given 
and  granted,  and  by  [these]  presents  do  give  and  grant,  to  you  the 
foresaid  Bishop  of  London,  full  power  and  authority  to  exercise,  by 
yourself  or  by  your  sufficient  commissary  or  your  sufficient  com- 
missaries by  you  to  be  substituted  and  named,  spiritual  and  eccle- 
siastical jurisdiction  in  our  respective  colonies,  plantations,  and 
other  dominions  in  America,  according  to  the  laws  and  canons  of 
the  English  Church  [that  are]  lawfully  received  and  sanctioned  in 
England,  in  the  special  causes  and  matters  expressed  and  specified 
below  in  these  presents ;  and  for  a  declaration  of  our  royal  will  as 
to  the  special  causes  and  matters  in  which  we  wish  the  foresaid 
jurisdiction  to  be  exercised  by  virtue  of  this  our  commission,  we

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have  further  given  and  granted,  and  by  [these]  presents  do  give 
and  grant,  to  you,  the  foresaid  Bishop  of  London,  full  power  and 
authority,  by  yourself  or  by  your  sufficient  commissary  or  your 
sufficient  commissaries  by  you  to  be  substituted  and  named,  to  visit 
all  churches  in  our  colonies,  plantations,  and  other  dominions 
aforesaid  in  America  in  which  divine  service  according  to  the 
rites  and  liturgy  of  the  English  Church  shall  be  celebrated,  and  all 
rectors,  curates,  ministers,  and  incumbents  (or  by  whatsoever  other 
name  [they  may  be]  called)  of  the  churches  aforesaid,  and  all 
priests  and  deacons  instituted  in  holy  orders  of  the  English  Church, 
with  all  and  all  manner  of  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction,  power,  and 
coercion  requisite  in  the  premises,  and  at  days  and  hours  and  fit 
places  (whatsoever,  how  often,  and  whensoever  to  you  or  to  the 
commissary  or  commissaries  aforesaid  shall  seem  more  suitable  and 
convenient)  to  summon  the  foresaid  rectors,  curates,  ministers, 
incumbents,  priests  or  deacons  instituted  in  holy  orders  of  the 
English  Church,  or  any  one  or  more  of  them,  before  you  or  the 
commissary  or  commissaries  aforesaid,  and  by  witnesses  to  be  sworn 
in  due  form  of  law  by  you  or  by  the  commissary  or  commissaries 
aforesaid,  and  in  other  lawful  ways  and  manners  in  which  this  may 
of  right  be  better  and  more  effectually  done,  to  inquire  concerning 
the  morals  of  the  same,  and  concerning  the  morals  of  the  parish 
clerks  and  concerning  the  skill,  care,  and  diligence  of  the  same  in 
performing  all  duties  pertaining  to  the  place  of  a  parish  clerk  ac- 
cording to  the  laws  and  canons  of  the  English  Church,  and  also  to 
administer  whatsoever  lawful  oaths  [are]  customary  in  ecclesiasti- 
cal courts,  and  to  correct  and  punish  the  foresaid  rectors,  curates, 
ministers,  incumbents,  priests  and  deacons  instituted  in  holy  orders 
of  the  English  Church,  and  parish  clerks,  according  to  their  deserts, 
whether  by  removal,  deprivation,  suspension,  excommunication,  or 
whatsoever  other  kind  of  due  ecclesiastical  censures  or  corrections, 
according  to  the  canons  and  ecclesiastical  laws  aforesaid : 

3.  And  further  we  have  given  and  granted,  and  by  [these]  pres- 
ents do  give  and  grant,  to  you,  the  foresaid  Bishop  of  London,  full 
power  and  authority  to  inquire,  by  yourself  or  your  sufficient  com- 
missary or  your  sufficient  commissaries,  concerning  the  condition 
and  repair  of  parish  churches  and  of  houses  belonging  or  pertaining 
to  any  rector,  minister,  incumbent,  or  by  whatsoever  other  name 
[he  may  be]  called,  within  our  colonies,  plantations,  and  other  do- 
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minions  aforesaid  in  America,  and  concerning  the  provision  of  all 
those  things  whatsoever  [that  are]  requisite  and  necessary  for  the 
decent  and  regular  celebration  of  divine  service  and  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  sacraments  in  the  foresaid  churches  according  to  the 
requirement  of  the  law,  and  to  compel  and  coerce  all  and  singular 
persons  who  by  the  laws  shall  thereunto  respectively  be  held  and

cation or  any  other  kind  of  due  ecclesiastical  censures  or  corrections 
according  to  the  canons  and  ecclesiastical  laws  aforesaid,  and  gen- 
erally to  do,  exercise,  and  execute  all  and  singular  the  things  which 
lawfully  belong  and  pertain  to  the  execution  of  ecclesiastical  jurisdic- 
tion in  all  and  singular  the  premises  or  shall  be  necessary  about  them  :

any  time  hereafter  be  granted  or  appointed  you  under  Our  Signe
